Applicant does not 
appear to address any of the specific questions asked by the examiner in the previous Office actions. In particular, there appears to be 
no experimental showing of transistor action, as required by the claim language. Applicant's figure 1 is a two terminal device, and a 
transistor is a three terminal device, so the device of this figure cannot be said to "model" a transistor. Applicant continues to argue that 
the Forbes reference is somehow non-enabling, but, as noted previously, the examiner does not agree. This references states 
specifically that one produces a "uniform size distribution for a particular set of processing conditions," and the examiner interprets this to 
mean that a uniform size distribution is produced for a particular set of processing conditions. Uniform size means uniform size. . 
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
